enable Congress dr the several States 
to defeat or thwart prohibition but 
only to enforce it by appropriate 
means.” 

The decision was set forth in 
eleven conclusions covering seven 
proceedings. These proceedings in- 
cluded original suits brought by 
Rhode Island, directly attacking the 
eonstitutionality of the amendment.

KEYNOTE WON'T

Cummings Shows Breach 
With Commoner is Wide. 
Democratic Chairman Drafts 
His Convention Speech. 


And Views G.0.P. Congress 
Doings With Due Alarm. 


When Homer Cummings delivers 
his keynote speech at the opening 
of the ,Democratic convention at 
San Francisco he is not going to 
point with pride to any peerless 
leaders who began peering before 
1912. There are not going to be 
any bouquets for martyrs of other 
Democratic campaigns. 

One does not have to converse 
long with Mr. Cummings to dis- 
cover that the insinuations of one 
William Jennings Bryan that the 
chairman ‘of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee was in the habit 
of associating with bibulous persons 
created a breach that is not to be 
healed by conversation. 

Asked yesterday about Bryan’s at-.

“I must leave you to draw your 
conclusions from my first answer.

Mr. Cummings had come down 
into the lobby of the Stowell after 
sketching in the main features of 
his keynote speech. It now de-

VIEWS WITH ALARM. 

He was in a talkative mood and 
some of the keynote phrases were 
still lingering on hig tongue. It 
was apparent that he had been 
short of material at which to point 
with pride; so he is going to devote 
his oratory and his wit chiefly to 
viewing with alarm the awful state 
in which the morals and the con- 
science of the country have been left 
by a Republican Congress. 

“When the present Congress con- 
vened last year,” said Mr. Cum- 
mings, “its leaders announced to the 
country that the Republican party 
was going to proceed to solve the 
problems of reconstruction with 
Sreat diligence and superior pa- 
triotism.

While agreeing as to the validity 
of the amendment and enforcement 
act, Justices McKenna and Clarke 
dissented from the majority inter- 
pretation of the concurrent power 
of Federal and State governments 
to indorse prohibition. Chief Jus- 
tice White held that the. court 
should put forth the reasoning for 
its decision. 
plemental opinion, 

Justice McReynolds, in a state- 
ment, declared he was of the opin- 
‘fon that it was impossible to say 
now what construction should be 
given to the amendment. He added 
that because of the bewilderment 
which the amendment creates he 
preferred to remain free to consider 
the questions which will tnevitably 
arise and demand solution. 

The decision set at rest conten- 
tions previously laid before the 
court that the amendment could not 
affect alcoholic liquors manufac- 
tured prior to January 16. when the 
amendment became effective. The 
court held the amendment applied 
to such liquors the same-.as to those 
produced previously. 

Regarding arguments that a State 
having constitutional referendum 
provisions could not have been said 
to have ratified the amendment un- 
til it had been submitted to the 
voters, the court cited its opinion 
rendered last Monday in the Ohio 
referendum cases, in which it held 
such referendum provisions do not 
apply to Federal amendments. 

ONE CASE REMAINS. 


Only one prohibition case of - 
portance remains undecided. It is 
an appeal from New York involving 
the constitutionality of portions of 
the enforcement act prohibiting 
storage in warehouses of intoxicat- 
ing liquors designed for personal 
use. This case, with the courts ad- 
journment today for the summer, 
cannot be decided before October. 

“hief Justice White, in a concur- 
ring opinion, says: 

“I profoundly that in «a 
case of this magnitude, affecting, 
ae it doés, an amendment to the 
Constitution, dealing with the pow- 
ers and duties of the national and 
State governments, and intimately 
concerning the welfare of the 
whole people, the court has deemed 
it proper to state only ultimate con- 
clusions without an exposition of 
the reasonings by which they have 
been reached.” 

Referring to the provisions in the 
Federal amendment prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating liquors and that re- 
lating to concurrent power, the 
Chief Justice said: 

CONCURRENT ACTION. 

“It is contended that the result 
of these provisions is to require 
concurrent action of Congress and 
the States in enforcing the prohibi- 
tien of the first section and hence 
that in the absence of such concur- 
rent action by Congress and the 
States no enforcing legislation can 
exiat and. therefore, until this takes 
place, the prohibition of the first 
section is a dead letter. But in 
view of the manifest purpose of the 
first section to apply and make ef- 
ficacious phohibition, and second, to 
deal with the methods of carrying 
out that purpose, I cannot accept 
this interpretation, since it would 
result simply in declaring that the 
provisions of the second section 
must be so interpreted as to priacti- 
cally nullify the first. 

"ae said, conceding thae the 
concurrent power given to Congress 
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of powers substi-~ 

“From these premises the deduce 
tion seems inevitable that there 


must be united action between the 
States and Congress or at any rate, 
concordant and harmonious action; 
and will not such action promote 
better the purpose of the amend- 
ment—will it not bring to the en- 
forcement of prohibition the pow- 
er of the States and the power of 
Congress, make all the instru- 
mentalities of the States, its courts 
and officers, agencies of the en- 
forcement, as well as the inetri- 
mentalities of the United States, 
courts and officers, ita agencies 
the enforcement? 

“It is, however, urged that they 
require such concurrence as 

practically nullify the prohibition of 

the amendment, for without legis- 
lation its prohibition would be in- 
effectual, and that it is impossible 
to secure the concurrence of Con- 
gress and the States in legisiation, 
T cannot consent to the proposition. 
The conviction of the evils of in- 
temperance—the eager and ardent 
sentiment that impelled the amend- 
ment—will impel its execution 
through Congress and the States.” 

The Supreme Court dismissed mo- 
tions of the Reading company and 
ite subsidiaries asking the court to 
modify dissolution decrees rendered ° 
last April 26.

mind which T had hoped would be 
entirely dispelled. 

“It would seem to me that the 
avenue ot the court as new con- 
stituted, is closed, for the present 
at least.”’

BALBOA, June 7.—Sportive Bal- 
boa that makes merry by the deep 
sea is to have a new one-design fleet 
of racing yachts, and also a new

The old problem as to 
puttirg unlimited pleasure into 
limited time is to be solved with 
this fleet. It places a premium on 
personal skill. Here an owner can 
add nothing to make his own craft 
more speedy than the others. 

All the yachts are exactly the 
same in hull, spars and sail area, 
so the best thinking and handling 
are bound to come out on top. Glory 
cannot be secured by a long purse. 
This ie different from the motor- 
hoat contests in which the best and 
most expensive engine has the race 
won before it starts. In the racing 
of this fleet, brag, flowers and sil- 
verware depend solely on personal 
performance. Real sport, you know, 
man to man, war to the finish, vic- 
tory or perdition—the one game 
that never grows old! 

Perhaps you didn’t know that 7. 
L. Tally is a sailor? This time “Mr. 
Tally presents” himself with one of 
these racers. He has also asked 
Thomas Broadway to build him a 
large mahogany power yacht, and 
still another craft. This sudden call 
for three vessels shows that (for 
many years a passion for the briny 
has been camouflaged by the art of 
the cinema. The strain of some an- 
cient pirate ancestor may be coming 
to the front in T.L.T., but before he 
can get away wit the new $400 cup 
he will have to Gefeat C. W. Lef- 
fingwell of Pasadena, and Fred 
Pettit.

“WEDDING BELLS.” 


COMEDY LINES ARE CHIMING 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Match a woman's genius in love 
against a man’s talent and the bou- 
quets will go to the prima donna’ 
every time. If you haven't learned 
your lesson from experience, Just 
drop in at the Mason this week and 
listen in on tite little domestic con- 
versation, that Wallace Eddinger. 
Margaret Lawrence and others are 
carrying on in “Wedding Belis.”’ In- 
cidentally you'll enjoy repartee that 
chimes quite as merrily as the title 
of the “‘joyous comedy” by Salis- 
bury Fields, suggests. 

Hasty marriages often need a lot 
of patching up to last through sev- 
eral seasons of fireside wear and 
tear. Agaim lots of people kick 
over the harness or find that run- 
ning away wasn't half as much f 
as it seemed, and meant a lot of

This is the serious side of ““Wed- 
ding Bells,” that is cleverly con- 
cealed beneath a veneer of light, 
humorous lines.

Hands and Stop Buying. 


British Drapers Are Guests of 
Local Merchants. 


Every time prices are slashed, or 
there is a concerted move to stop 
buying necessities, production is 
seriously curtailed. The recent 
price-slashing campaign throughout 
the country wasia serious economic 
blunder. The only cure for high 
prices is high prices. In the finality 
the high cost of living will be ad- 
justed by supply and demand, and 
by no other agency. These are the 
pertinent observations of Lew Hahn, 
managing director of the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association. 

Mr. Hahn eays theories sound 
good, but do not get us anywhere. 
Back of all this high cost of living 
talk, he says, is the blunt fact that 
the country is suffering from under- 
production—to so great-an extent 
that Herbert Hoover has prophesied 
that America wil] probably have to 
import food within the year. If 
food must be imported, Mr. Hahn 
thinks, food is going to be high, 
and if it is high, wages must nec- 
essarily be correspondingly high 
in order that the worker may live. 
If wages are high it is going to cost 
just at much more to lay the. 
finished product on t counter. 

SLOW CATCHIRG UP. 

“It has been so often repeated 
that I hesitate to repeat it, but it 
is a ‘ther that for five years the 
whole world destroyed everything 
in sight by shooting most of it 
away and absorbirig the remained 
to furnish the sinews of war,” says 
Mr. Hahn, “and yet we expect To 
catch up with ourselves on such a 
world shortage in a couple of years. 
The condition of our 
railroads is due to years of heavy 
wear without sufficient upkeep. 

is applies to the mills, the found- 
riés and the shops where essentials 
are manufactured. The Whole sys- 
tem of production is run down. 
“We are far behind with produc- 
tion in all lines.. We can look for 
moderate prices only when we all 
have a full equipment of the neces- 
sities of life. And yet in the midst 
of these conditions we begin price- 
cutting. This spreads rapidly, and 
it causes the manufacturer, who is 
paying high prices for raw ma- 
terials and high wages for labor, 
to slow down production. He knows 


a product which probably costs him 
more than the price-cutting retailer 
ts asking for it, so he lays off a 
lot of men—and that slows up or 
stops the production which, after 
it had all been saidj is the only 
thing that can save us from high 
prices. The less we produce the 
more Ywnoney ople will tid for 
what is to be had.”’ 
GOODS MUST PILE UP. 


Mr. Hahn explains his theory 
that the only cure for high prices 
is high prices by saying that when 


tion over high prices a few of them 
refuse to buy, and that lets stuff 
pile up on the shelves. A few more 
decline to pay the price and some 
more goods pile up. In this grad- 
val way consumption tapers down, 
so slowly it is scarcely noticeable.

and are able to lay off a few hands 
and finally conditions adjust them- 
selves. 

Mr. Hahn was one of the speak- 
ers here yesterday at the luncheon 
given at the Athletic Club by Los 
Angeles merchants in honor of the 
visiting committee from the Dra- 
pers’ Chamber of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom. The British vis- 
itors arrived here Sunday from San 
Francisco, where they were met by 
a welcoming committée of the Re- 
tail Merchants’. Association of Los 
Angeles. William E. Chamberiain, 
president of the new association, 
which had its firet formal meeting 
yestérday, presided. Other speak- 
ers were Mr. Cook, chairman of. the 
committee of British drapers; Sy!l- 
vester Weaver, vice-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Hayes 
Rice, president of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association.

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TNDIGNANT REPUDIATION 
GREETS LONG’S CHARGES. 


Both Sides of Supposed Hostilities Be- 
tween City and Film Industry Say 
“Arizona” Manager's Wrong. 


A flood of indignant repudiation from both sides of the sup- 
posed hostilities between the city and the motion-picture industry 


zona,” an all-star film production, that, because of the “abominable 
treatment” by the city and its people of film folk and the film busi- 
ness, the latter is in a “fight to the finish” against Los Angeles. 


Local merchants deny profiteering at the expense of picture players; 
the Chamber of Commerce declares that it is in absolute harmony with 
the motion-picture industry, rather than “in bad” with it, as Mr. Long 
eharged, and country clubs and other social organizations deny having dis- 
criminated against film producers because of their profesdion. | 
Abraham Lehr, president of the Motion-Picture ucers’ Associa- 
tion, speaking for thirty of the largest film-producing companies in the 
industry, last night made the following statement: 1 


“I am president of the Métion-Picture Producers’ Association, whic 
has a membership of thirty-six Sim producers, and my experience with 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asocia- 
tion and various other business organizations and with the many depart- 
ments and officials of the city of Los Angeles has been satisfactory and 
cordial. 
“We have always been interested in the growth of Los Angeles and 
its affairs, and we are anxious to see this growth increase. I do not ‘know 
Mr. Long, but I do not believe he is entitled to speak for the entire motion- 
picture industry. He is only one individual in an industry that embraces 
many thousands. I have no knowledge of the ‘pledged fight to a finish’ 
against Los Angeles, as reported by Mr. Long, and the association which 
I represent would not be a party to it even if such were truce. 

“We producers have found that the various organizations and city 
departments and officials have co-operated with us always. The picture 
industry is always willing to co-operate with the city. Speaking for the 
association, I want to deny the charges made by Mr. Long, though it 
seems a pity that we must be forced to deny such a thing as this.” 

Mr. Lehr’s statement was made in the presence of Frank A. Garbutt, 
treasurer of the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation; Joseph Engel, treas- 
urer and general manager of the Metro studios; Clark Thomas, represent- 
ing the Thomas H. Ince studios; Charles Christie of the Christie Film Cor- 
poration; R. R. Nehia, general manager of the American Film Company; 
W. W. Smith, vice-president of the Vitagraph company; H. R. Huff, gen- 
eral manager of the Robertson-Cole Film Company, and W. J. Reynolds, 
secretary of the Motion-Picture Producers’ Association. : 
One of the points made by Mr. Long on behalf of the film profession 
when he refused to permit a Chamber of Commerce speaker to make an 
appeal for the achool bonds at a performance of “Arizona,” which was 
staged by photoplayers, was that Cecil and William De Mille had been 
asked to resign from membership in the Los Angeles Country Club for no 
other reason than that they were engaged in the motion-picture industry. 


DE MILLE CHARGES DENIED. 


\ 
Cecil De Mille said last night he could not understand what inspired 
such a statement. because neither he nor his brother has ever belonged 
to the club in question, nor have they ever made application for mem- 
bership in the club. The secretary of the club declared that in his ex- 
perience of about nine years he had never known of a single member be- 
ing asked to resign from the club for any reason whateoever. : 
Another statement made by Mr. Long was: “My wife was asked 
to join the Woman's Club of Hollywood, and when she attended the meet- 
ing the chairman of the investigating committee stated that she had in- 
vestigated the matter thoroughly and, as much as they resented it, the 
motion-picture people were here to stay and would have to be endured, 
and that Mrs. Long thereupon left the meeting.” 

Concerning this statement, Mrs. H. T. Wright, president of the Wom- 
an’s Club of Hollywood, said last night: “We officers of the club are 
unable to ascertain whether or not Mrs. Long’s name ever was brought 
before the organization for membership, but I should like/to say just 
this: The club judges people not by what they do, but by what they are. 
We have some very delightful motion-picture people in the club, and our 
ciub welcomes any good woman at any time. I don't think Mr. Long 
voices the sentiment of the motion-picture Industry.” 

As for there being signs in Hollywood to the effect that, peddlers, 
dogs and motion-picture people are not wanted on the premises, Mrs. 
Wright and Miss Jessica Lawrenco of the Woman's Club say they never 
heard of such a thing and that they do not believe such conditions exist. 
“That isn't the spirit of Hollywood,” said Mrs. Wright. “Our family 
has had a house rented to motion-picture people for several years, and 
we wouldn't want finer folks in it. They are mighty good tenants. I 
think Hollywood as a whole has the right spirit toward the film industry.” 


NO BOXCOTT OF CITY SUPPLIES. 


Members of the Motion-Picture Producer# Association stated yester- 
day that the buying organization recently perfected by them was created 
for the purpose of centralizing the purchasing power of the {nterest as a 
whole, to eliminate waste, and not in any respect for the purpose of boy- 
eotting Los Angeles business houses. As one producer expressed it: 
“All things being equal, we had rather spend our money with Los 
Angeles business houses. We shall do our buying wherever we secure the 
best price, and probably a great deal of it will be done here.” 

As for profiteeging being practiced against the motion-picture people 
by local merchants, this same producer said: “We need to be protected 
against ourselves in some cases. There are instances where, as in other 
industries, buyers of supplies for the studios go about with one hand be- 
hind them, askihg business men what ‘there is in it’ if they place a big 
order with them.” 

Speaking of the motion-picture people being subjected to profiteer- 
ing, one prominent Broadway merchant said: “Mr. Long’s statement that 
when a jeweler offered an article for $250 he was called down by a clerk 
who said he should have asked $350 because the customer was in the pic- 
ture industry sounds absurd to me. The merchants of this city treat all 
tygir customers alike—at least the reputable ones do. They price the 
goods and are giad to sell at the price to anybody. I suppose one can go 
to loan brokers and to unscrupulous one-man stores where a shrewd 
gealer can site up each customer and get “trimmed,” but in general I be- 
lieve the people all look alike to Los Angeles merchants.”’ 

It was learned that certain big business houses in the city, partiou- 
larly those dealing in women’s wear, have been in the habit of giving 
motion-picture women 10 per.cent discount on their purchases. One 
film star is said to get all her hats free at a millinery store for taking 
her friends there to do their trading. 

Several motion-picture producers in conference yesterday agreed 
that numerous petty grievances had been called to their attention by 
photoplayers, but that most of them were isolated cases, which were more 
of a social nature than anything else and would have to be adjusted in-} 
dividually as time went on. The industry as a unit, they agreed, is in 
perfect accord with Los Angeles, both socially and commercially. 


: FROM FRANK GARBUTT. 


Frank Garbutt, vice-president and managing director of Pacific Coast 
activities for the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation, expressed the opin- 
ion that if motion-picture people are overcharged by local merchants it 
is probably because, in most .cases, the players are anxious to buy at 
whatever the price seéms tq ‘be and are not as a rule conservative in 
the matter of spending money. Mr. Garbutt summed up the situation 
n& follows: 

“tn the nine years in which I have been in the motion-picture bust- 
ness the merchants of Los Angeles have given us all the consideration to 
which we were rightly entitled, and I do not think the fact that we re- 
cently organized a mercantile corporation to cOmbine our purchases in 
certain lines should be used as a refiection against the merchants. This

This part of his address was 
roundly cheered. The little group of dele- 
gates who are supported by the Plumb Plan 
League and the public ownership faddists 
heard their pet policies condemned, but 
made no protest. 

Senator Lodge referred to the “Wilson 
dynasty” and, by inference. to the possibil- 
ity of finding the President's son-in-law at 
the head of the Democratic forces. He 
called upon the delegates to cast aside all 
past dissensions and to drive from contro! 
“Mr. Wilson and his dynasty, his heirs and 
assigns—anybody who with bent knees has 
served his purpose.” 

Senator Lodge gave the delegates a time 
ly reminder that the tariff issue is not 
dead, that an adequate tariff for the pro- 
tection of American labor and American 
industry is essential to national progress. 
If the war had not intervened the coun- 
try would cert&inly have suffered from 
an inundation of cheap foreign goods, made 
possible by the freetrade policy of the 
Democratic party. Republican control is 
necessary to secure a restoration of a pro- 
tective tariff. 

One of the strongest parts of the specch 
is *that in which Senator Lodge warned the 
convention and the country against the 
encroachments of militant minorities.

People not engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits have given the farmer nothing but 
advice. During the war he toiled early and 
late to feed the boys over there. Byt now 
the boys are back and the patriotic appeal 
is beginning to pall. Frugal by nature, the 
farmer sees too many evidences of extrav- 
agance and waste on the part of urban pop- 
ulations to be stirred by cries of hunger in 
the cities. If loafing is to be the order of 
the day, he is going to do a bit of loafing 
himself. He says: “If they are hungry let 
them come to the farms and we will give 
them work. In place of calling to us for 
help, let them help themselves.” 

There is a menace in this attitude of the 
farmer that words cannot conjure away. 
Five million acres of fertile land tn the 
Wheat belt growing only volunteer crops 
means forty million hungry people next 
year. We are coming face to face with 
& food shortage. Food production is imper- 
ative, and food production is impossible 
without farm labor. Wild mustard and rag 
weed cover vast’ areas that last year and 
the year before were carpeted with waving 
grain. “Too much mustard” is ceasing to 
be a joke. What is the ? 

If the demand of industry is sufficient to 


absorb the man power that once tilled the |. 


soil it is evident that a new source of man 
power must be sought. The time has passed 
when we can draw upon the w & popu- 
lations of Burope for a sufficient supply. 
Immigration statistics of the last year show 
that two-thirds of the immigrants are wom- 
en, that the European workman ifs no longer 
coming to the United States. Many of the 
European countries have placed restric 
tions on emigration. 

Asia is the greatest reservoir of man 
power in the world; and much of it is going 
to waste. But for the Chinese Exclusion Act 
there would not be a shortage of labor on 
the Pacific Coast. That act was intended 
to prevent the inundation of the Pacific 
Coast by cheap labor. It served a good 
purpose and will probably do so again. But 
a condition has now arisen that did not 
exist when the exclusion act was passed. 
Then there were more workers than jobs. 
and we wefe receiving yearly as many as 
half a million laborers from Europe. Now 
there are more jobs than workmen: and 
the European supply is no longer available. 
The problem solves itself. If we are to 
avoid starvation in a land of plenty there 
must be a revision of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act which will permit a limited num- 
ber of Chinese farm laborers to come here 
until the labor stringency is relieved. 

The Times does not advocate a repeal of 
the Chinese Exclusion Act: for the time 
might return when the Chinaman would be 
working while the white laborer was left 
in enforced idleness. But The Times does 
advocate an enactment thaf will bring Chi- 
nese laborers here, under a contract to re- 
turn at the end of three years, until the 
labor crisis has passed. It is rapidly com- 
ing to a question of eating food raised by 
Chinese labor or starvation. The Times 
would not have the Pacific Coast inhabited 
permanently by Chinese. But the experi- 
ment of employing Chinese workmen under 
a contract providitg for their return to their 
native country at the expiration of a speci- 
fied time was tried by France during the 
war and it worked well.

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‘grown by Chinese on French soil. The 


soldiers fought just as well and the indus- 
tries were just as productive as though the 
food had been raised by French peasants. 
The time is at hand when we can no longer 
be sentimental at the expense of our stom- 
achs.

Club Financing; Exports Gain; 


Melange. 


BY CHAPIN HALL. 


The Mortgage Guaranty Company 
has underwWritien a $450,000 real es- 


tate first mortgage issued by the 


University Club and is preparing to 
Oller the same to the investing pub- 
lic in the form of. 6 per cent bonds 
tax eXempt in California, and 4 per 
cent of the Federal income tax pay- 
able by the borrowers. 

This issue has some new and un- 
usually attractive features; is per- 
fectly protected and offers oppertu- 
nity to participate in a building 
Plan of general community interest 
and benefit. The bonds are in de- 
nominations of $1000 and mature, 
beginning with $7000 in 1922 and 
increasing at the rate $1000 each 
year until 1943, when the final pay- 
ment of $28,000 is due. The bonds. 
however, are callable at 102% and 
accrued interest om any interest day 
by giving thirty days’ notice, : 

The property securing this loan is 
on the east side of South Hope 
street between Sixth and Seventh 


streets; has a frontage of 1 feet 
and a depth of 165 feet. Upon it 
the club proposes to build a mod- 


ern, class A six-story building, to 
cost not less than $500,000. A sec- 
ond mortgage will complete the 
financing of the project, and pro- 
vide a suitable and luxurious home

Exports Continue to Gain. 

The fall-off in April exports from 
United States is less alarming now 
that the detail figures are avail- 
able. The original announcement, 
says a statement by the National 
City Bank, indicated that the total 
exports of the country in April 
1920 were $30,000,000 below those 
of April of last year. An examina- 
tion, however, of the detailed fig- 
ures, just received, shows that mest 
of this April fall-off occurs in for- 
eign merchandise re-exported. which 
amounted in April, 1920 to only 
$12,000,000 against practically $35.,- 
000,000 in April of the preceding 
year. In domestic products, the fall- 
off is only $7,500,000 and occurs ex- 
clusively in foodstuffs, of which we 
have now little to spare, while this 
slight decline in foodstuffs is much 
more than offset by an increase in 
the exports of manufactures which 
are the hope of our future export 
trade. Foodstuffs exported in April, 
1920 amounted to only $145,000,000 
against $292,000,000 in April of last 
year, a drop of $147,000,000. On 
the other hand, manufactures ex- 
ported in the month of April to- 
taled $352,000,000 against $291,000,- 
000 in April of last year and manu- 
facturing materia! totaled $27§%,000,- 
000 against $95,900,000 in the same 
month of last year. 

‘Thus the growth in peace-time ¢x- 

ports of manufactures, which was 
indicated by the export figures of 
the calender year. 1919, is contin- 
ving right down to date, since the 
1920 figures thus far received in- 
dicate that the exports of manu- 
factures in the fiscal year 1920 will 
exceed hy about $275,000,000 the 
value of the manufactures exported 
4n the calendar.year 1919 when they 
totaled $3,486,000,000. 

This growth in exports of our 


| 


'manufactures, continues the Bank's 


statement, occurs chiefly as might be 
expected, in our trade with the non- 
manufacturing section of the world, 
which means, of course, Asia, Africa, 
Oceania, and our neighbors in both 
North and South America, while to 
the one great manufacturing con- 
tinent of the world, Europe, our 
April exports show 4 decline. The 
total value of domestic merchandise 
exported to Asia in April shows an 
increase of $28,000,000 over April 
of last year; to South America an 
increase of $15,000,000; 
America an increase of $48,000,000; 
to Africa an tncrease of $10,000,000, 
and to Oceania an _ increase of 
$6,000,000. And it should be re- 
membered, adds the bank's state- 
ment, that manufactures form 
from $0 to 90 per cent of the mer- 
chandise sent to all of these grand 
divisions to which our exports grew 
in April, while food and raw mate- 
rial form the bulk of he mer- 
chandise sent to the of grand di- 
vision to which our exports showed 
a fall, Evrope. Meantime, the im- 
ports of raw manufacturing material 
continues to gain, having been in 
the ten months ending with April
